Fhe Treaebe- Yyke of Burgundy in the Caſe of Campabache. 


The /Fench King adyertizes the Duke of Burgandy 
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(they being then iv hoſtilizy) that theCount Campo- 
bache was a Traytor to him : But the Duke would 
not believe it. | And there was one Cifrox alſo, who 
was of the Plot wich Campobache : This ſame Cifron, 
being taken priſoner by the Duke before Narey, 
and condemned todye; gave the Duke to under- 
ſtand, that he had a moſt Important ſecret to com- 
mnnicate'to him. But the Duke neither giving 
admittance to Cifroz, nor credit to the King ; loſt 
his Life afterward, and his Dominions, by being too 
incredulous. The Appe/laxt applies this to his Ma- 
jeſties Caſe, in Language ſo courle and ſcandalous, 
that there is no repeating of it. And what does all 
this amount to, but that a Prince may be as well 
undone by believing to much, as too little ? It he ———_ 


had Trulted. either /eſs to Campobache, or more ljeveroomuch 
tothe King, it had come all to a purpole. He will and too Little 


have his Majeſty in danger for not believing enough, 
of the Popiſh Plot : But his Royall Father was Ruin'd 
on the other ſide; by not believing /exongh of the 
Presbyterian Plot, And God grant that his preſent 
Majeſty may only believe ſo much of that Plot over 
again, as may ſtand with his honour and ſafety.

And thote particularly whom 
his Late Majeſty Oblis'd to the higheft degree, laid 
the foundation of his Rutoe. Nor 1s the ingratitude 
of the ſame party to the Son lefs notorious, then 
the other was tothe Father : None flying {o fierce- 
11448 the face of the Kings Authority and perſon, as 
thole that ſtand indebted to the King for their Lives 
and-Eltates ; who yet att as confidently, as if one 
Rebellion rmmght be placed in Juitification of ano- 
ther.

Who betrays you in your Beds ? ( ſays he ) Jour Friend, for 
your Enemy us not admitted to your Houſe. Who betrays you in your 
Eſtate ? your Friend :, for your Enemy 1s not _—_ Truftee. So 
that nothing is ore dangerous then a blinde friendſhip. 

This is an admirabte fetch of his, to prove his Royal High- 
neſs dangerous to his Majeſty, becauſe he is both a Friendand 
a Brether ;, and ſtill the Nearer, the more dangerows : as if 

.the King were ſafer inthe hands of his Enemies, then of his 
Friends. But he expounds himſelf, that they are more dan- 
gerous, in reſpect of greater Confidence, aridfairer Opportuni- 
ties. There 1s no fenceagainſt that danger, but utterly to calf

How 
much more wretched then the very Beaſts, has our Appealler 
at. this rate made Aankznde, by poyſoning the very Fountain 
of Human Comforts ? Not is it a Friend that betrays us; but an 
Enemy, under that appearance : By which Rule an Epiſcopal, a 
Fanatical, a Popiſh Friend, are all equally dangerous : For a 
Man has no more ſecurity of a Friend under . one denomrnation, 
then under @nother. ' But the Appelianr in this place ſpeaks of 
the danger of a blinde Friendſhip; that is to ſay, a kindneſs that 
is taken up without any conſideration, or Choice, and runs on 
without fear or wit ; whichin this application, muſt, either be 
verylictle reſpeftfmll, or altogether /mpertinent.

verſal Exception. There are I|Wicked Husbands, Wives, Claren ; 
Let there be nomore Aarrying. Men have been poyſon'd in 
the Sacrament, in their 7s, and Diſhes; ſhall we therefore 
never reccive the Communion, nor Drink, nor Eat ? There 
have been Tyrants in all forms :f Governments, ſhall we there- 
fore have xo Government at all ? And moreover, as this way 
of Reaſoning Leſſensall the Bonds of Human Truſt, and Con- 
cord, and runs us back again into Mr. Hobb's Original State of 
War, {o doesit as little ſerve the «Appellants purpoſe, even if 
it were admitted. Firſt, the Temptation ofaC oz docs not The Tempts- 
work upon any Van, either as a Brother, or as a;ſtranger : but tion ot x 
equally apon Both ; and more, or leſs, as the man is more, or lefs <*2\N 
(onſcicncious or Ambitions. So tat the danger ariſes from the 
Humour of the Perſon, not from the Relation. Nay Secondly, 
The Danger 1s Greater, from a Popular Faftion that has ns 
Right at all to a Crown, then from a Legal Pretendent to it, up- 
on a Claim of Deſcent. For the One only waits his Time, aC- 
cording to the courſe of Nature, whereas the Other prelles

And theſe Peo- 
ple had the Intereſt of the Two Crowns in proſpect too ; which 
the Appellart deicants fo Jollily upon : Almoſt every Pulpit 
promiing Salvation to the Fighters of the Lords Barrels againſt 
the Lords Anointed, with a Curſed be He ( at the End on't, ) 
that doth the work of the Lord Negligently. 

Upon the Thrrd Head he ſays, that moſt Princes Belicv?, or 
Disbeheve the Information which is given them of a Plot, according 
to the Nature of the Evidence, and {redit of the Informants.

TheFrequent Diſſo/utions and Prorogations of Parlia- 
ments ( he ſays exprelly ) wzre ro prevent the Tryal of the Lords: And 
ſa the Squibruns ſputtering on, trom the King to his Privy Coun- 
cell ; Thence, to his Courts of Juſtice ; and in One word, the 
whole Szory comes to nomore then a Polirical abſtrait out of Has 
ris's Domeſtic Intelligence. 


But why thele Paphlers to the Mulritude? Firſt, There's no fear Why FR As. 
of the peoples running into Pepery: For "tis their Horrour and A- pea] to the 
verſion. Secondly, T here's no need of Convincing Them of the multituce ? 


Truth of the Plot: But rather tokeep them from Extravagances, 
upon the Jealouſies and apprehenſions they conceive of it already. 
Thirdly, There's no need neither of calling Them to our aſſiitance, 
toward the __— of it : For the ſifting and Examining of this 
the bringing of the Confederates to Publique Juſtice, 
is a great part of the bulineſs of the Government.

The Government of England ( ſays a Fourth )) « a Mixt Monarchy, 
and Govern'd by the Maior Part of the three Eſtates aſſembled in Par- 
liament. Whenſoever a King (ſays a Fifth) or other Superior Authori- 
ty Creates an Inferior, they inveſt it witha Legitimacy of « Magiſtraticall 
Power, to puniſh themſelves alſo, in caſe they prove Eviil Doers. It ts 
Lawfull ( hoo a Sixth ) for any, who have the Power, to call to account 
a. Tyrant or wicked King ; and after due Convittion, to Depoſe and put 
vn to Death, if the Ordinary Magiſtrate have deny'd to do it. Detra- 
here Indigno &c. It is not for private perſons to Depoſe a wick;d Govern- 
nour ;, but that the Univer ſality of the People may Lawfully do it,I think, 
70 body queſtions. 

Theſe Seditious Paſitions, with many more, (and ſome worſc,per- 
haps,) were publiquely Printed and avow'd before his Majelties 
Return. And the very ſame Principles, with Feſtilert Additions to 
them, have been expos'd by the ſame Party, in the face of the Sun, 
ſince his Majeſties Reſtawration. And there is ſcarce a Pamphlet 
without ſomething of this Mixrure, that comes from any of the 
Private and Pragmaticall /ntermedalers in the preſent Controverſy. 


So that the Principles are the very ſame, as to the Quality and, Inr 
greatents, 
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eredients, under ſeveral Colours. And ſo much for their Principles : 
Now to their Intereſts. | 

In his following way of Reaſoning ; under the Countenance of Of Counſe!!

He tells the whole world, that the Papiſts 
have no way in the Farth to ſave themſelves, but by the Murther 
of the King. The One hal' of this ſpoken in a Corner to a:Knot 
of Prieſts and Jeſuits, and fairly prov'd upona man, would be as 
much as his Head's worth. And isthe Crime ever the Leſle for do- 
ing the ſame thing in Publique,where the Provocation 1s ſtronger? 
Fheſe Diſcourſes are not to paſs for Simple Declarations of a mans 
Opinion ; but Artificiall E:couragements rather, and Adviſes, toward: 
the doing of the thing ; eſpecially coming from the Pen of a Perſon. 
that calls himſelf Zanirs Brutzs, and recommends himſelf to the 
City by the Borrow'd name of a King-killer. Tho'I cannot inform 
my ſelf of any of that Family that lives near Richmond.

Price, but we hope better of the Sons. Now in his prejudging the 
Parliament, wponan Aflumption that the King gets not 2 penny of 
Moay of them, but upon tuch and fuch Terms ; he does not ſo 
much ſpeak his cbowght, as vent his —_ ; rather Deſwing,then 
Foreſceing that the Houſe of Commons will hold the King to ſuch un- 
happy Conditions. And then he finiſhes his Contemplation with 
this Concluſion, that the Paps/ts will never torgive his Majelty,for 
what he hasdone allready. Wherein, F:r/,he Contradicts himlelf, 
in ſuppoſing the King an Exzemytothe Papi/ts,whom he has hirherto 
infinuatedto be their Friend. And Seoondly, inſtead of proving the 
Papiſts Deſign againkk the King in this Farticulax, he advances 
Qne of his Ow. 

Now if he would have come roundly up tothe Point of the Pa- 
psſts Intereſt ; hz ſhould have tald us of the Eccleſiaſtical Dignities 
and Preferments that the Church of Rome has confer'd upan their 
Emiſſaries into his Majeſties Dominians : And he ſhould have ex- 
pounded it to the people, what pains they take, and what Haz-

The contratl is made void, 
and the right of obligation ts of no force. It ts therefore permitted to the 
Officers of a Kingdom, either all, or ſome good ntn;ber of them, to ſup- 
preſſe a Tyrant. Here's a great deal of virulence in his Diſcourle, 
without one word of weight,to countenance it. For the well-being 
of this City is{o eſſentially requiſite ro the well-being of this King- 
dom, that the very charge of the Government is not to be defray*d 
without it.So that 1Tis the interelt of all Governours to cheriſh,and 
ſupport it. Here he trifles away ſonic halt a ſcore lines more about 
the Fire ; andthen, from the danger of the Ciry,advances to the fur- 
ther danger accruing to the (1tizens, 15 well 5 to the whole Kingdom, 
pon the Kings untimely Death. 

The greateſt danger ( ſays he ) will proceed from a confuſion, and want 
of ſome Eminent and Intereſted pc: ſons, whom you may truſt to /ead you up 
againſt a French and Popilh Army. For w:ch purpoſe noperſon ts fitter 
then his Grace the Duke of onmouth, as will for Quality,Conrage and 
Condutt ; as for that his life and fortune depends upon the ſame bottom with 
Yours.
